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HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


"  AND  THOU  SHALT  REMEMBER  ALL  THE  WAY  WHICH  THE  LOUD  THY 
GOD  LED  THEE.''    Deut.  8  : 2. 

In  1G33  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hooker  and  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Stone,  in  company  with  about  |\vo  hundred  emigrants,  left 
England  to  seek  for  themselves  the  more  quiet  enjoyment  of  the 
rights  of  conscience,  on  these  then  wildeuness  shores.  They  arri- 
ved at  Boston,  Sept.  4,  and  soon  after  established  themselves  at 
Newtown,  (now  Cambridge,)  Mass.  On  the  11th  of  October  fol- 
lowing, a  church  was  formed,  over  which  Mr.  Hooker  was 
ordained  pastor,  and  Mr.  Stone,  teacher.  In  June,  1G3G,  the 
church  and  congregation,  to  the  number  of  about  one  hundred, 
removed  to  this  place.  They  came  here  as  a  regularly  organized 
church  and  society,  and  constituted  the  first  which  was  established 
in  the  State.  Mr.  Hooker  died  July,  1G47,  and  Mr.  Stone, 
July,  1GG3. 

They  were  succeeded  in  the  pastoral  office  by  the  Rev.  John 
Whiting  and  Rev.  Joseph  IIaynes,  both  graduates  of  Harvard 
College.  Mr.  Whiting  was  ordained  in  1GG0,  and  Mr.  IIaynes 
in  1GG4.  During  their  ministry,  some  differences  of  opinion 
arose,  which  resulted  in  a  regular  and  amicable  division  of  the 
church.  The  senior  pastor,  Mr.  Whiting,  and  thirty-one  mem- 
bers of  the  church  withdrew,  and  formed  the  Second  Church 
in  Hartford,  Feb.  12,  1GG9.  The  following  account  of  this 
transaction,  given  in  their  name,  is  preserved  upon  our  records. 

"Having  had  the  consent  and  countenance  of  the  General  Court  and  the 
advice  of  an  ecclesiastical  council  to  encourage  us  in  embodying. as  a 
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church  by  ourselves,  accordingly,  upon  the  day  of  completing  our  distinct 
state,  (viz.  February  12th,  1609,)  this  paper  was  read  before  the  messengers 
of  the  churches,  and  eonscnted  to  by  ourselves,  viz.: 

"The  holy  providence  of  the  Most  High  so  disposing,  that  public  opposi- 
tion and  disturbance  hath  of  late  years  been  given  both  by  preaching  and 
practice  to  the  Congregational  way  of  church  order,  by  all  manner  of  orderly 
establishments  settled,  and  for  a  long  time  unanimously  approved  and  peace- 
ably practiced  in  this  place;  all  endeavors  also  (both  among  ourselves  and 
from  abroad)  with  due  patience  therein,  proving  fruitless  and  unsuccessful 
to  the  removing  of  that  disturbance;  we  whose  names  are  after  mentioned, 
being  advised  by  a  council  of  the  neighbor  churches,  and  allowed  also  by 
the  Honored  General  Court,  to  dispose  ourselves  into  a  capacity  of  distinct 
walking  in  order  to  a  peaceable  and  edifying  enjoyment  of  all  God's  holy 
ordinances;  we  do  declare,  that  according  to  the  light  we  have  hitherto 
received,  the  forcmcntioned  Congregational  way  (for  the  substance  of  it)  as 
formerly  settled,  professed  and  practiced,  under  the  guidance  of  the  first 
leaders  of  this  church  of  Hartford,  is  the  way  of  Christ,  and  that  as  such  we 
are  bound  in  duty  carefully  to  observe  and  attend  it  until  such  further  light 
(about  any  particular  points  of  it)  shall  appear  to  us  from  the  Scripture  as 
may  lead  us  with  joint  or  general  satisfaction  to  be  otherwise  persuaded. 
Some  main  heads  or  principles  of  which  Congregational  way  ot  church  order 
are  those  that  follow,  viz. 

"Fiust,  That  visible  saints  arc  the  only  fit  matter,  and  confederation  the 
form,  of  a  visible  church. 

"Second,  That  a  competent  number  of  visible  saints  (with  their  seed) 
embodied  by  a  particular  covenant,  are  a  true,  distinct,  and  entire  church 
of  Christ. 

"Tniiu>,  That  such  a  particular  church  being  organized,  or  having  fur- 
nished itself  with  those  officers  that  Christ  hath  appointed,  hath  all  the 
power  and  privileges  of  a  church  belonging  to  it;  in  special — 1st,  to  admit 
or  receive  members;  2d,  to  deal  with,  and  if  need  be  reject,  offenders;  3d, 
to  administer  and  enjoy  all  other  ecclesiastical  ordinances  within  itself. 

"  Fourth,  That  the  power  of  guidance  or  leading,  belongs  only  to  the 
Eldership,  and  the  power  of  judgment,  consent,  or  privilege,  belongs  to  the 
fraternity  or  brethren  in  full  communion. 

"Fifth,  That  communion  is  carefully  to  be  maintained  between  all  the 
churches  of  Christ,  according  to  his  order. 

"Sixth,  That  counsel  in  cases  of  difficulty  is  to  be  sought  and  sub- 
mitted to  according  to  God. 

"  The  Covenant  read  and  consented  to  the  same  day,  was  as  followeth: 

"  Since  it  hath  pleased  God,  in  his  infinite  mercy,  to  manifest  himself 
willing  to  take  unworthy  sinners  near  unto  himself,  even  into  covenant 
relation  to  and  interest  in  him,  to  become  a  God  to  them  and  avouch  them 
to  be  his  people,  and  accordingly  to  command  and  encourage  them  to  give 
up  themselves  and  their  children  also  unto  him: 

"  We  do  therefore  this  day,  in  the  presence  of  God,  his  holv  angels,  and 
this  assembly,  avouch  the  Lord  Jehovah,  the  true  and  living  God,  even  God 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  be  our  God,  and  give  up  our- 
selves and  ours  also  unto  him,  to  be  his  subjects  and  servants,  promising 
through  grace  and  strength  from  Christ,  (without  whom  we  can  do  nothing,) 
to  walk  in  professed  subjection  to  him  as  our  only  Lord  and  Lawgiver, 
yielding  universal  obedience  to  his  blessed  will,  according  to  what  discover- 
ies he  hath  made  or  hereafter  shall  make  of  the  same  to  us;  in  special,  that 
we  will  seek  him  in  all  his  holy  ordinances  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
gospel,  submitting  to  his  government  in  this  particular  church,  and  walking 
together  therein  with  all  brotherly  love  and  mutual  watchfulness,  to  the 
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building  up  of  one  another  in  faith  and  love  unto  his  praise:  all  which  we 
promise  to  perform,  the  Lord  helping  us  through  his  grace  in  Jesus  Christ. 

4'  Those  that  consented  to  the  above  written  covenant  upon  the  day  men- 
tioned, were

The  same  day,  the  church  renewed  their  choice  of  Mr.  Whi- 
ting, as  their  pastor.  He  was  accordingly  re-ordained,  and 
sustained  the  relation  till  his  death  in  1(189.  Of, Mr.  Whiting 
Cotton  Mather  says,  u  he  will  never  be  forgotten,  till  Connecticut 
Colony  do  forget  itself,  and  all  religion." 

His  successor  was  the  Rev.  Thomas  Buckingham;  he  died 
in  1730,  about  the  fortieth  year  of  his  ministry. 

The  Rev.  Elnathax  Whitman  succeeded  to  the  pastoral 
oflice  in  1732.  In  July,  17G7,  on  account  of  Mr.  Whitman's  ill 
health,  the  Rev.  William  Patten  was  settled  as  a  colleague  ; 
but  was  dismissed  in  1  773,  and  Mr.  Whitman  continued  sole 
pastor  till  his  death,  March,  1  777, the  forty-fifth  year  of  his  ministry. 

During  the  troubles  of  the  revolutionary  war,  from  1  777  to 
1781,  the  church  remained  destitute  of  a  settled  pastor. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  Roardman  was  installed  pastor  of  the 
church  in  1784,  and  sustained  the  relation  till  his  death,  Feb.  12, 
1802.  Previous  to  this,  however,  in  April,  1791,  the  Rev.  Abel 
Flint,  d.  d.,  was  ordained  as  pastor,  and  sustained  the  relation 
until  January  13,  1824. 

The  Rev.  Joel  Harvey  Linsley,  d.  d.,  was  ordained  Feb. 
25,  1824,  and  dismissed,  August  21,  1832. 

The  Rev.  Cornelius  C.  Yanarsdalen,  d.  d.,  was  ordained 
December  27,  1832,  and  dismissed  March  22,  183G. 
1* 
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The  Rev.  Oliver  E.  Daggett,  d.  d.,  was  ordained  April  12, 
1837,  and  dismissed  June  23,  1843. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Clarke,  d.  d.,  was  ordained  June  4,  1845, 
and  dismissed  January  31,  1859,  to  accept  the  pastorate  of  the 
Mercer  street  church,  New  York  city. 

The  present  pastor,  Rev.  Edwin  Pond  Parker,  was  ordained 
January  11,  1860.

towards  your  fellow-men. 

You  do  also  cordially  join  yourselves  to  this  church: 
engaging  cheerfully  to  submit  to  the  discipline  of  the 
same,  according  to  Christ's  directions:  solemnly  cove- 
nanting to  seek  its  peace,  edification,  and  purity :  and  to 
walk  with  its  members  in  Christian  love,  fellowship, 
watchfulness,  sobriety,  and  meekness.  This  you  prom- 
ise to  do,  with  humble  trust  in  the  grace  of  God,  and 
with  an  affecting  belief,  that  the  vows  you  here  make 
are  recorded  on  high,  and  will  all  be  reviewed  in  the 
great  day  of  final  account. 

Thus  you  promise  and  engage. 

We,*  then,  as  a  church,  do  cordially  receive  you  into 
our  fellowship  and  communion, -giving  thanks  to  God, 


*  All  the  members  of  the  church  here  rUe. 
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who,  we  trust,  has  inclined  your  heart  to  fear  His  name. 
We  promise  to  treat  you  with  Christian  affection,  to 
watch  over  you  with  tenderness,  and  to  offer  our  prayers 
to  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  that  you  may  be  ena- 
bled to  fulfil  this  your  solemn  covenant.  "  The  Lord 
bless  you  and  keep  you  :  the  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine 
upon  you  and  be  gracious  to  you :  the  Lord  lift  up  His 
countenance  upon  you  and  give  you  peace.'5 


PROFESSING  DISCIPLE  OF  CHRIST  ; 

These  are  your  solemn  vows:  tliis  is  that  unchangeable  covenant 
with  God,  into  which  you  have  voluntarily  entered.  Its  high  obli- 
gations are  upon  you,  and;  will  be,  both  In  time  an<J  in  eternity ; 
for  lie  that  openeth  his  mouth  unto  the  Lord,  cannot  go  back. 
Every  attendance  upon  the  Lord's  Supper  is  virtually  a  renewed 
ratification  of  the  covenant  between  the  believer  and  Christ,  of 
which  that  sacrament  is  declared  to  be  the  seal. 

To  keep  the  members  of  this  church  suitably  mindful  of  their 
solemn  covenant  engagements  with  God,  and  with  one  another, 
and  to  excite  them  to  greater  fidelity  in  discharging  their  sacred 
obligations,  the  following  suggestions  are  made. 

1st.  Attend  seriously  to  the  covenant,  whenever  it  is  proposed 
to  candidates  on  their  admission  to  the  church  ;  and  as  each  article 
is  repeated,  bear  in  mind,  that  you  have  deliberately  entered  into 
that  solemn  engagement. 

2d.  Attend  regularly  upon  the  holy  communion.  Make  the 
time  between  the  preparatory  lecture  and  the  communion,  a  season 
of  very  special  self-examination.  Spread  this  covenant  before 
you ;  go  over  it  article  by  article ;  humbly  deploring  your  short- 
comings and  transgressions,  supplicating  forgiveness  through  the 
2 
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blood  of  Christ,  and  cheerfully  renewing  your  engagements  with 
God  as  here  expressed:  at  the  same  time  earnestly  seeking  grace 
and  mercy  of  the  Lord,  to  be  more  faithful  for  the  future.  Take 
time  for  this  service,  and  let  your  season  of  preparation  for  the 
communion,  be  a  season  of  more  than  ordinary  meditation  and 
prayer. 

Qd.  Regard  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  your  daily  reading  of  them, 
as  u  the  book  of  the  covenant"  which  you  have  made  with  the 
Most  High  -  exhibiting  the  duties  which  you  have  engaged  to  per- 
form, and  the  blessings  you  may  hope  to  receive  from  God,  if  you 
are  faithful  to  your  engagements. 

4th.  The  more  effectually  to  awaken  your  sensibilities  on  the 
subject  of  your  covenant  vows,  consider  how  publicly  you  have 
made  them  ;  having  virtually  called  God,  angels,  and  men,  to  be 
your  witnesses  -  witnesses  for  or  against  you,  as  you  keep  or  break 
your  vows.  Consider  that  religion  will  be  honored  or  dishonored, 
and  souls  saved  or  lost,  according  as  you  are  faithful  or  unfaithful : 
and  remember  also,  that  this  covenant  will  meet  you  at  the  judg- 
ment-seat of  Christ,  and  the  manner  in  which  you  have  discharged 
the  obligations  it  imposes,  will  there  be  the  subject  of  strict  and 
solemn  inquiry. 

5th.  Take  time  and  pains  to  cultivate  a  Christian  acquaintance 
with  your  brethren.  Plead  no  excuse  for  neglecting  the  duty : 
and  when  in  their  company,  converse  frequently  of  the  things 
which  pertain  to  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  particularly  of  the 
peculiar  duties  and  obligations  of  the  covenant  people  of  God. 
For  instance,  when  a  brother  is  in  a  course  of  backsliding,  or  is 
seen  to  be  going  into  temptation,  and  in  present  danger  of  fall- 
ing into  sin,  it  is  not  improbable,  that  the  affectionate  admoni- 
tion, remember  your  covenant,  would  prevent  his  fall,  or  if  he  were 
already  fallen,  it  might  withdraw  him  from  the  snare  of  the  adver- 
sary, and  bring  him  to  repentance. 
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6th.  While  you  expect  justification  only  by  Christ,  and  trust 
in  him  alone  for  grace  to  fulfil  your  covenant  engagements,  cau- 
tiously guard  against  perverting  that  grace.  Habitually  remem- 
ber, that  his  obedience  unto  death,  has  not  relaxed,  but  greatly 
strengthened  your  obligations  "  to  be  holy  and  without  blame 
before  him  in  love." 

7th.  In  your  closet  devotions,  daily  entreat  your  covenant- 
keeping  God -to  fulfil  to  you  all  his  gracious  promises;  putting  his 
law,  the  rule  of  the  covenant,  "  in  your  inward  parts,  writing  it  in 
your  hearts:"  that  he  would  work  in  you  a  strong  disposition  to 
obedience,  and  an  exact  conformity  of  thought  and  affection,  to 
the  rules  of  the  divine  law,  as  that  of  the  copy  to  the  original. 

8th.  Remember  that  you  have  given  yourself  and  yours  to  the 
Lord ;  that  you  are  no  longer  "  your  own,"  but  have  presented 
"your  body  a  living  sacrifice"  to  the  Saviour's  glory:  that  the 
voice  of  the  Good  Shepherd  must  always  be  obeyed;  that  self-de- 
nial and  self-sacrifice  are  among  the  highest  practical  lessons  of 
the  cross;  that  social  prayer  is  the  social  life  of  the  church,  and 
that  its  devotional  gatherings  bring  to  you  responsibilities  which 
you  may  not  avoid,  and  joys  which  you  may  not  lose ;  that  the 
command  is  to  all,  w  go,  work  in  my  vineyard  ;"  that  love  of  your 
brethren  and  sisters  in  Christ,  charitable  construction  of  their  eon- 
duct,  forgiveness  of  their  offenses  against  you,  gentleness  to  them 
in  their  errors,  and  sympathy  with  them  in  their  misfortunes,  are 
your  constant  duties ;  and  often  think  of  the  estimate  which  you 
will  make  of  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  probation,  when 
you  review  them  from  the  other  shore. 

9th.  Study  the  sanctity  and  preciousness  of  Christ's  special 
ordinances. 

By  the  Lord's  Suiter  you  show  forth  his  death  in  its  holy 
significance,  and  its  edifying  power. 

A  desertion  of  the  sacramental  table  is  an  embrace  of  poverty 
of  soul,  a  breach  of  your  covenant,  and  a  denial  of  your  Master. 
Let  no  judgment  of  your  brethren  detain  you  from  this  ordinance  ! 
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Listen  always  to  the  words  of  Jesus,  "  do  this  in  remembrance 
of  me ! " 

Study  diligently  the  design  and  obligation  of  Christian  Bap- 
tism !  Remember  and  rejoice,  that,  in  dedicating  yourself  to 
Christ,  you  are  privileged  to  include  the  consecration  of  your  chil- 
dren. If  God  has  laid  upon  you  the  responsibility  of  educating 
and  training  immortal  minds,  it  is  for  you,  their  natural  and  proper 
sponsors,  to  bring  them  up  in  his  4<  nurture  and  admonition."  Give 
them  to  Jesus,*  and  to  his  service  !  Give  them  in  the  humble  and 
holy  faith  that  he  will  accept  such  dedication  !  Give  them  heartily 
and  wholly  ;  and  confess  such  consecration  in  the  public  rite  of 
baptism  !  So  were  the  households  of  believers  baptized  by  the 
apostles,  and  from  their  day  to  the  present,  so  have  believers  con- 
tinued to  give  their  children  to  God,  "  the  Father,  the  Son,  and 
the  Holy  Ghost."  By  your  free  choice  for  them,  let  them  bear 
this  sacred  name,  and  so  be  introduced  into  a  new  and  important 
relation  to  the  visible  church,  and  into  the  covenant  of  God  with 
his  people. 

*  And  they  brought  young  children  to  him,  that  he  should  touch  them  ;  aud  his 
disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much 
displeased,  and  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  uuto  me,  and  ior- 
bid  them  not;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his 
arms,  nut  his  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them.    Mark  10 :  13, 14,  16.

You  wish  to  profess  religion,- why  ? 

Do  you  feel  that  the  Lord  Jesus  is  tlu3  Saviour  that  you  person- 
ally need,  and  the  Shepherd  that  you  desire  to  follow  ?  Have  you 
submitted  your  will  to  the  divine  will,  and  given  up  all  merit  of 
your  own,  and  aeeepted  for  yourself  the  service  and  merit  of 
Christ? 

Are  you  willing  to  share  the  trials  of  the  people  of  God  ?  to 
submit  to  holy  discipline  V  to  endeavor  in  all  respects  to  promote 
the  glory  of  Christ,  and  the  welfare  of  the  church  '? 

Are  you  conscious  that  a  union  to  Christ's  visible  church  adds  to 
your  duties  and  obligations  ?  and  so  are  you  determined  to  be 
useful  in  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer,  and  to  conseerate  your  tal- 
ents, be  they  ten,  or  five,  or  two,  to  his  constant  service  ? 

Do  you  desire  the  salvation  of  souls  because  Christ  died  for 
them,  and  will  be  glorified  by  their  renewal  and  obedience  V 

Do  you  feel  your  perfect  dependence  upon  God,  and  do  you 
habitually  seek  his  presence  by  prayer,  communion,  holy  medita- 
tion and  the  study  of  his  Word  V 

Do  you  wish  to  profess  Christ  as  your  personal  act? 

Do  you  prize  the  love  of  Christ  above  all  objects  of  earthly 
gratification  ?  and  are  you  willing  to  sacrifice  any  system  of  con- 
duct that  is  a  just  and  reasonable  otfense  to  your  brethren  ? 
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Do  you  love  Christians  as  such,  and  because  tliey  are  of  Christ  ? 

Do  you  feel  the  importance  of  Christian  charity,  and,  while  you 
are  established  upon  a  sound  basis  of  scriptural  doctrine,  can  you 
love*  as  Christian  brethren,  all  who  repose  their  hopes  for  sal- 
vation and  sanctification  entirely  upon  the  merits  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  ?

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I.  ORDINANCES. 

1.  The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  administered  ordinarily  on  the 
first  Sabbaths  in  January,  March,  May,  July,  September,  and 
November. 

2.  Believing  that  baptism  was  instituted  to  be  &  public  rite,  pri- 
vate baptism  will  be  refused,  except  where  sickness  or  other  cause 
prevents  its  being  administered  in  a  general  meeting  of  the 
church ;  and  the  afternoon  of  communion  Sabbaths  is  especially 
recommended,  as  a  suitable  time  for  parents  to  present  their  chil- 
dren for  baptism. 

H.   ANNUAL   AND    OCCASIONAL   MEETINGS  . 

1.  A  meeting  of  the  brethren  of  the  church  shall  be  held 
annually  in  the  month  of  January,  at  which  the  records  of  the 
preceding  year  shall  be  read;  the  catalogue  of  members  shall  be 
revised;  the  deacons  shall  present  accounts  of  all  the  moneys 
received,  expended,  or  held  by  them  in  behalf  of  the  church, 
during  the  preceding  year,  stating  the  time  and  manner  of  their 
collection  and  expenditure,  which  accounts  are  to  be  duly  audited 
by  two  persons  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  placed  on  fde  by 
the  clerk ;  and  such  other  business  shall  be  done  as  may  be  ap- 
pointed or  proper  for  said  meeting. 

2.  The  annual  meeting,  and  all  other  meetings  of  the  church 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  shall  be  notified  on  the  Sabbath 
day  preceding. 


III.    COMMITTEE    OF    THE  CHURCH. 

The  pastor  and  deacons  together  with  six  members  chosen  at 
each  annual  meeting,  for  the  year  ensuing,  shall  constitute  a 
committee,  to  be  called  and  known  as  the  Committee  of  the, 
Church,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  qualifications 
of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  church;  to  attend  to  matters 
of  discipline;  to  do  whatever  business  maybe  referred  to  them; 
and  to  present  at  each  annual  meeting,  a  report  exhibiting  the 
history  of  the  church  during  the  preceding  year. 

IV.    S  T  A  T  E  1)    C  L  E  R  K  . 

The  Stated  Clerk  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot ;  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  keep  a  record  containing  minutes  of  the  doings  of  the 
church;  its  standing  regulations,  baptisms,  communion  services, 
and  a  chronological  list  of  its  members,  with  the  time  of  their 
admission,  dismission,  or  death,  so  far  as  he  can  ascertain  the  same. 

V .  ADMISSIONS. 

1.  Persons  who  desire  to  make  a  profession  of  religion  and  to 
join  the  church,  upon  making  known  their  request  to  the  pastor 
or  deacons,  shall  be  examined  by  the  Committee  of  the  Church, 
and  if  by  them  approved,  shall  be  propounded  in  the  presence  of 
the  congregation  two  weeks;  after  which,  unless  objection  is 
made,  they  shall  be  received  upon  their  assent  to  the  confession 
and  covenant,  publicly  read,  and  the  ministration  of  baptism  to 
such  as  have  not  before  received  it. 

2.  Members  of  other  churches  in  fellowship  with  us,  applying 
for  admission  to  the  church,  shall  be  propounded  two  weeks  in  the 
presence  of  the  congregation,  and  may  then  be  received  by  vote 
of  the  church  upon  the  reading  of  their  testimonials;  provided, 
however,  that  if  there  be  any  special  reason,  they  shall  not  he 
propounded  except  upon  examinination  and  approval  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Church.

VI.  DISMISSIONS. 

1.  The  church  will  give  letters  of  dismission  from  its  special 
fellowship,  and  recommendation  to  all  other  evangelical  churches, 
upon  due  application  of  its  members. 

2.  All  letters  of  dismission  and  recommendation  to  another 
church  in  fellowship  with  this,  shall  be  given  by  vote  of  the 
church,  upon  application  made  known  to  them  at  least  one  week 
previous ;  shall  be  signed  by  the  pastor,  or  in  his  absence  by  the 
senior  deacon,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  ;  and  shall  purport 
to  be  valid  for  only  one  year  from  the  date  thereof. 

VII.    MEMBERS    OF    OTHER    CHURCHES . 

No  member  of  another  church,  residing  in  this  town,  and  accus- 
tomed to  worship  with  us,  shall  be  allowed  to  commune  with  the 
church  more  than  one  year,  without  applying  to  the  pastor,  or 
other  member  of  the  Committee  of  the  Church  for  admission, 
or  making  known  satisfactory  reasons  for  delay. 

VIII.    ABSENT  MEMBERS. 

1.  Whenever  members  of  the  church  change  their  place  of 
residence,  or  of  worship,  it  becomes  their  duty,  as  soon  as  they 
conveniently  may  do  so,  to  request  letters  of  dismission  and  rec- 
ommendation to  some  other  church  in  fellowship  with  us,  if  there 
should  be  such  in  their  neighborhood  ;  and  if  the  application  is 
delayed  more  than  one  year,  the  neglect  will  be  a  breach  of  cove- 
nant; and  afterward,  letters  may  be  withheld,  if  the  church  is  not 
satisfied  that  the  delay  Avas  either  expedient  or  necessary. 

2.  Immediately  after  the  annual  meeting,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  to  forward  copies  of  the  preceding  regulation  respecting 
absent  members,  to  such  as  may  have  removed  without  applying 
for  an  orderly  and  fraternal  dismission. 

3.  If  a^non-resident  member  of  the  church,  for  two  years  or 
more,  neglects  to  communicate  to  either  the  pastor  or  clerk,  his 
reasons  for  not  complying  with  the  above  rule  relating  to  absent 
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members ;  or  if  after  due  inquiry,  the  residence  of  an  absentee 
cannot  be  ascertained,  then,  in  either  case,  the  clerk  shall  inform 
the  Committee  of  the  Church  of  the  fact,  who  may  act  upon 
the  complaint  by  further  inquiry,  or  report  to  the  church ;  and 
there  being  no  special  or  just  cause  for  delay,  the  church,  at  once, 
may  withdraw  from  such  person  their  watch  and  fellowship. 

4.  If,  not  having  requested  and  received  a  certified  letter  of 
dismission,  any  member  of  the  church  shall  unite  with  another 
church,  such  act  shall  be  deemed  and  treated  as  an  act  of  con- 
tempt;  and  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  fact  be  known  by  us, 
a  preamble  and  vote  shall  be  passed  and  entered  in  the  llecord 
Book  of  the  church,  in  form  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  A.  B.,  a  member  of  this  church,  disregarding  its  good 
order  and  his  covenant,  has  united  with  another  church  without 
having  received  a  letter  of  dismission  from  us : 

Therefore  voted,  That  we  do  withdraw  from  said  A.  B.  watch 
and  fellowship,  and  that  he  is  no  longer  a  member  of  this  church. 

IX.  DISCIPLINE. 

1.  Whereas  gospel  discipline  is  indispensable  to  the  purity  and 
the  well  being  of  the  church  of  Christ: 

Whenever  any  member  knows  cause  of  complaint  against 
another  member  for  a  disciplinable  offense,,  Christian  watchful- 
ness requires  of  him  to  make  known  the  same  to  the  Committee 
of  the  Church,  in  order  that  the  offender  may  be  properly  dealt 
with,  and  the  offense  removed*,  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
offense  be  of  a  private  nature,  the  complainant  ought  to  pursue 
the  course  prescribed  in  Matthew  18  :  15-17. 

2.  No  case  of  discipline  shall  be  brought  before  the  church 
except  through  the  Committee  of  the  Church,  or  after  due  appli- 
cation shall  have  been  made,  and  opportunity  afforded  to  them  for 
presenting  the  complaint ;  and  the  Committee  is  empowered  to 
make  due  inquiry  concerning  every  alleged  offense,  and  to  report 
to  the  church,  or  dismiss  the  same. 

3.  In  all  cases  of  discipline  brought  before  the  church,  the 
charges  shall  be  presented  in  writing. 
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X.   INDIGENT  MEMBERS. 

The  deacons  shall  have  liberty  to  assess  and  collect  of  each 
member  of  the  church,  such  a  sum  as  shall  be  a  fair  and  just  pro- 
portion of  the  amount  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  be  expended, 
for  the  comfortable  maintenance  of  indigent  members. 

XI.    B  E  N  E  VOL  E  N  T    S  0  C  I  E  T  I  E  S  . 

1.  The  American  Bible  Society,  and  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  Foreign  Missions,  Home  and  City  Missionary,  Tract,  Education, 
and  Seamen's  Friend  Societies,  are  deemed  of  especial  importance, 
and  entitled  to  our  liberal  contributions. 

2.  Collections  shall  annually  be  made  for  each  of  the  above 
mentioned  societies  at  such  times  and  in  such  modes,  whether 
by  subscription  or  otherwise,  as  the  Committee  of  the  Church 
may  direct. 

3.  At  the  annual  meeting  there  shall  be  chosen  a  committee 
of  seven,  who  shall  appoint  their  own  clerk,  and  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  make  the  collections  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  to  pay 
over  the  same  by  their  clerk  to  the  authorized  agents  of  said  socie- 
ties; also  to  receive  the  monies  collected  at  monthly  concerts 
of  prayer,  and  pay  oyer  the  same  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Auxiliary  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  Hartford  County,  un- 
less otherwise  directed,  by  vote  of  the  church.  They  shall  fill  any 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in;  their  body,  and  if  they  see  fit  shall 
appoint  females  to  assist  them  in  making  collections;  and  at  the 
expiration  of  their  year  they  shall,,  by  their  clerk,  present  to  the 
church  at  its  annual  meeting,  a  written  report  of  their  proceedings, 
with  a  statement  of  .the  whole  amount  of  money  by  them  collected 
and  paid,  and  the  amount  collected  for  each  object,  which  report 
and  statement,  if  accepted,  shall  be  placed  on  file  by  the  clerk  of 
the  church. 

4.  It  is  understood  that  contributions  in  behalf  of  the  above 
named  societies  may  be  made  directly  to  the  agents  thereof,  if  by 
them  so  preferred. 
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XII.  TEMPERANCE. 

Whereas,  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  for  persons  in  health,  is  not 
only  needless,  but  hurtful,  as  it  tends  to  form  intemperate  appetites 
and  habits,  and  while  it  is  continued,  the  evils  of  intemperance  can 
never  be  done  away;  as  it  causes  a  great  portion  of  the  pauperism, 
crimes,  and  wretchedness  of  the  community ;  increases  the  number, 
frequency,  and  violence  of  diseases,  deprives  many  of  reason,  and 
brings  down  multitudes  to  an  untimely  grave ;  as  it  tends  to  pro- 
duce in  the  children  of  those  who  use  it,  a  predisposition  to  intem- 
perance, insanity,  and  various  diseases,  and  to  cause  a  deterio- 
ration of  both  body  and  mind;  as  it  tends  to  prevent  the  eflicacy 
of  the  gospel,  and  all  the  means  which  God  has  provided  for  the 
moral  and  spiritual  illumination  of  men,  and  thus  to  ruin  them 
for  both  worlds, — Therefore, 

In  our  opinion,  the  habitual  use  of  ardent  spirits,  and  the  traf- 
fic in  it  as  an  article  of  luxury  or  diet,  are  inconsistent  with  the 
design  and  requirements  of  the  Christian  religion.* 

XIII.  AMENDMENTS. 

No  rule  of  government  or  discipline  shall  be  repealed  or  altered, 
unless  a  motion  to  that  effect  shall  have  been  made  and  seconded 
at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  church,  and  no  such  regulation  shall 
be  suspended  except  at  a  meeting  duly  warned  for  business.
